FEW PASSENGERS AGREE, 


How far the Lasitania struggled 
forward after being struck and how 
long it was before she disappeared 
beneath the waves likewise are points 
upon which few passengers agree, es- 
timates of the time she remained afloat 
jranging from six to twenty minutes. At

SURVIVORS STILL DAZED. 


All day yesterday in hotel corri- 
dors, halls and reception-rooms, sur- 
vivors sat listlessly, still too dazed to 
discuss what had occurred; They were 
dressed in a variety of garments. 
}Some were crying softly; some were 
trying to force down beef tea or other 
nourishment. In front of the Cunard 
line office a crowd surged, clamoring 
for news. 

Farther down the street a small 
crowd crammed the government tele- 
graph office, where three clerks and 
three operators strove to keep abreast 
of the ever-growing stream of mes- 
sages. 

In the four morgues lay the dead, 
women in some cases side by’ side with 
children grouped like toys. The body 

Charlies Frohman, the clothing 
water-soaked, his features placid, lay 
face upward in a bare room in an 
old building on the hillside a hundred 
yards from the water's edge 

Around him were ranged fifty bodies 
of both sexes over which attendants 
were bending, sorting and ticketing 
their belongings. 

SUBMARINES LURKING. 


The Lusitania’s speed at the time 
she was struck is variously estimated 
at from eight to twenty-one knots. 
When foreed the liner could do 
outstripping even 
the fastest and latest submarines. 
hence it is the belief of survivors and 
Cunard-line officials that a battery of 
under-water craft, numbering perhaps 
four or five, lay in wait, posted ad- 
vantageously along the route which 
it was surmised the vease! would take. 
It was easy to keep all but the 
periscopes submerged and then for the 
craft nearest her to iet go torpedoes. 
Every train for Kingstown and 
Rosslare today carried complements 
of second and third-class passengers 
and members of the crew. Most of the 
first-cabin survivors will remain here 
temporarily. 
The townspeople have been generous 
in extending aid and sympathy. 
The townspeople have been gen- 
erous in extending aid and sympathy 
to the survivors, none of whom was 
able to save more than the clothes 
on his back. 
Capt. Turner appeared yesterday 
morning in civilian clothing donated 
by a local banker who has extended 
the hospitality of his home to the 
commander. Later in the day he 
dressed in the stained uniform which 
had been dried. He walked with 
bowed head through the streets, rec- 
ognized by few among the crowds. 

QUESTIONS. ASKED. 
Queenstown was almost as much 
dazed by the tragedy as those aboard 
the Lusitania. The question on every 
lip is: “Why did Capt. Turner pur- 
sue the usual well-known Cunard line 
course so close to the Irish coast at 
medium speed and why was not the 
big liner convoyed?” 
Several naval officers here state that 
the Lusitania received wireless orders 
to take a course in the middie chan- 
nel, but the ship's wireless operator 
declines to say whether he received 
such orders. 
All day long morbid crowds sur- 
rounded the temporary morgues 
where the bodies of 149 victims await 
identification. Although few have 
been identified. many bear evidence 
of having occupied the first-class 
cabins. 
In strikirg contrast to most histaric 
sea disasters, the rate of mortality 
among first-class passengers seems to 
be heavier than among any other class 
on board. A large proportion of those 
saved are members of the crew, but 
this is not evidence of lack of disci- 
pline, as most of them were picked 
up from the water. 
The captain of a trawler, who ar- 
rived in the harbor soon after the 
accident, with 146 survivors, mostly 
women and children, re- 
proached for not saying longer on the 
— of picking up more survivors, 
said: 
“There were Many left in the water, 
but they were all dead and many so 
horribly mangled I thought it better 
to bring ashore my boatload of suf- 
fering women as they could not have 
ood much more.” 

PITY FOR WOMEN. 


These women presented a pitiful 
sight as they wandered aimlessly about 
searching without hope for loved ones

When all were in she climbed 
aboard the lifeboat as coolly as an 
able seaman. One sailor fainted at 
his oar, as the result of a hard race 
to escape swamping. The girl took 
his place and rowed until the boat 
was out of danger. ; 

None among the survivors bears as 
little sign of her terrible experiences 
as Miss Kaye, who spends most of 
her time comforting and assisting 
her sisters in misfortune. 

Dr. J. T. Houghton of Troy, N.Y., 
one of the survivors, said there was 
no reason to fear any danger after 
the first explosion, as it was be- 
lieved the vessel would be headed 
for Queenstown and beached if nec- 
essary. Just then, he said, the liner 
was struck again, evidently th a 
more vital spot, for it began to settle 
rapidly. 

Orders then came from the bridge 
to lower all boats. A condition ‘ap- 
proaching panic took possession of 
the women. People were rushed into 
the boats, some of which were 
launched successfully, others not so 
successfully. 

G. D. LANE'S EXPERIENCE. 

G. D. Lane, who was returning to 
Wales from New York, was In a life- 


boat which capsized as the Lusitania 
heeled over. 

“I was on the ‘B’ deck.” he said, 
“when I saw the wake of the tor- 
pedo. I hardly reatized what it 
meant when the bic ship seemed to 
stagger and almost immediately listed 
to starboard. I rushed to get a life- 
belt, but stopped to help get children 
on the boat deck. 

“The second cabin was a veritable 
nursery Many youngsters must 
have drowned, but I had the satis- 
faction of seeing one boat get away 
filled with women and children. 

“We witnessed the most horrible 
scene it is possible to imagine. When 
the Lusttania had turned  ajmost 
over, she sudijenly plunged bow fore- 
most into the water, leaving her 
stern hich in the alr. People on 
the aft deck were fighting with wild 
desperation to retain a footing on 
the almost perpendicular deck while 
they fell over the slippery stern like 
crippled files. 

“Their cries and shrieks could be 
heard above the hiss of escaping 
steam and ¢he crash of bursting boll- 
ers. Then the water mercifully 
closed over them and the big liner 
disappeared, leaving scarcely a rip- 
ple behind her.” 

CAPT. MURPHY'S STORY. 

- Capt. David Murphy of the trawler 
Stormcock was first on the scene with 
a rescue boat. His story was as fol- 
lows: 

“First of all I gathered in a life 
boat fifty-two persons, most of them 
women and children, and before I com- 
pleted my load I had twenty blessed 
voungsters aboard the old Stormceock. 
Several of them were without their 
mothers, but all were taken in charge 
before we reached harbor “by kindly 
women who forgot their own sorrows 
in ministering to others. 

“One old lady of 78 vears had been 
in the water two hours, but was as 
spry as any one. Many women fainted 
on reaching our decks and when re- 
vived begged pitifully to be allowed 
to retain their life belts, as they were 
overmastered by the fear that the sub- 
marine would return. Several died 
aboard my boat and the scenes of 
grief and suffering became almost un- 
bearable. The little Stormcock brought 
150 persons to Queenstown.” 

SAVED THE CAPTAIN. 


Master-at-Armse Williams of the 
Lusitania is the proudest member of 
the remnant of the crew, for it was 
his eye which caught the flash of gold 
braid on Capt. Turner’s arm when 
the commander was about to toss up 
his hands after being In the water 
two hours and a half. 

‘Friends and relatives of the missing 
are running down rumors that several 
boatioads of survivors have been 
landed in remote coves on the Irish 
coast, while two schooners which took 
part in the work are said here to have 
sailed for Liverpool with a number 
of rescued aboard. 

Although the passengers discussed 
submarines all the way over, few, if 
any, believed that the Lusitania would 
be struck. They referred to the pos- 
sibility almost with levity. 

R. K. Timmis, who talked with Capt. 
Turner, after landing, stated that the 
captain said bitterly: 

“We did not have a chance. I 
knew that when I felt the torpedo’s 
impact.” 

The Cunard line has a boat patrol- 
ing the spot where the liner sank, th 
the hope that it may pick up a few 
stragglers.

Then what is the administration to 
do? Some of the more intimate ad- 
visers of the President say the dignity 
aud the prestige of the United States 
cannot be assured by notifying Ger- 
many that her reply is unsatisfactory, 
that it is perfectly apparent she is 
not in a frame of mind to realize the 
enormity of the offense committed 
against the rights of a neutral nation 
and that until she is disposed to make 
unconditional reparation the United 
States cannot hold relations with her. 

Simultaneously with the delivery of 
this communication, Ambassador 
Gerard will request his passports. Sec- 
retary Bryan will deliver passports to 
Count von Bernstorff, the German 
Ambassador. Thus relations between 
Germany and the United States would 
be broken off. 

There is a possibility, of course, that 
excitement may rule in Berlin; that 
upon the receipt of the American de- 
mand, Germany will hand Mr. Gerard 
his passports. In German diplomatic 
circles this is not expected. 

“ACT SHORT OF WAR.” 

To sever diplomatic relations will 
be described as ‘‘an act short of war.” 
It has been done by the United 


States in the case of Brazil, elghty- 
eight years ago, and in that of Mexico 
in 1858. “A refusal to accept an ul- 
timatum as to a claim for damages 
due to a citizen of the United States,’ 
said Secretary of State Case, “may be 
followed by a withdrawal of our dip- 
lomatic representative by the country 
by which the demand is refused." 

By refusing to have anything to do 
with Germany until she is ready to 
make unconditional reparation the 
United States will place upon her the 
opprobrium. of a deliberate violator of 
international law and will describe 
her to the world as a nation with 
which a self-respecting people cannot 
hold relations. That this is certain 
to have a large influence upon the 
German people @id the future course 
of their government is shown by. his- 
tory. The lUritish government, for 
example, publicly thanked the  of- 
fleers concerned in the burning of the 
City of Washington a hundred years 
ago. Before long it discovered that 
this act was impolitic and in viola- 
tion of the law of nations. The senti- 
ment of condemnation that sprung up 
is exhibited tn a speech of Sir James 
Mackint in the House of Commons 
on April 11, 1815, in an address to 
the Prince Regent on the treaty of 

ce. The attack on Washington 
Sir James described as a success, “a 
thousand times more disgraceful and 
disastrous than the worst possible de- 
feat.” He continued: 

“It was a success which made our 
naval power hateful and alarming to 
all Europe. It was a success which 
gave the hearts of the American 
people to every enemy who might 
arise against England. It was an 
enterprise which most exasperated 
& people and least weakened a gov- 
ernment of any record in the annals 
of war. For every justifiable pur- 
pose of present warfare it was al- 
most impotent. To every wise ob- 
Jeet of prospective policy, it was 
hostile. It was an attack not 
against the strength or treasuries of 
a State, but against the national 
~~ and public affection of a peo- 
p 


VIEW OF HAMILTON. 

Here is the view of Alexander 
Hamilton: 

“The usages of war forbid hostili- 
tles of this kind (those contrary to 
liberality or justice, and of doubtful 
propriety in the estimation of the law

By making 
that declaration your government has 
bound itself to a course of action 
which it must follow or lose dignity 
in the eyes of the world. Now, In 
view of what has happened in the 
loss of Americans aboard the Falaba 
and the Lusitania and the attacks 
on the Cushing and Guilflight, the 
Inited States cannot be backed up 
by neutrals who had no. citizens 
aboard these vessels. In other words, 
it has became solely a question of 
American rights and your govern- 
ment has made it such, For other 
States acted and then to send notes 
to Berlin and withdraw their lega- 
tions would be -to create the Impres- 
sion that this government dominates 
them, an impression that would 
arouse comment among their own 
peoples.

15.—William C. Bd- 
war, who had charge of the recor 
cargo of flour valued at $600.000, con- 
tributed to the relief of Belgians by 
the millers of the American North- 
west, has returned from Belgium, 
where he witnessed the transformation 
of his charge into bread and its con- 
sumption by the Belgians. While in 
Beigium Mr. Edgar gave the represent- 
atives of the Commission tor, Relief 
in Beigium technicai advice on milling. 
He returned enthusiastic over the work 
of the commiasion, which he declares 
so successful that not a single person 
in Belgium need do without his daily 
ration of bread and soup. 

Discussing the commission's work, 


tions in Belgium I am able to state 
without the slightest menta! reserve- 
tion whatever that. although i have 
had occasion to inspect many meth- 
ods of public relief in various coun- 
tries, I have never before seen one that 
can compare in efiiciency, thorough- 
ness and wisdom with the system now 
being employed in Belgium through 
the combined efforts of the Commis- 
sion for Relief in Belgium and the 
Comite National. a provisiona) and 
emergency organization.

.AT GRAPE MEN. 


Will Double Tax on Brandy 
for Fortifying Wines. 


Effect on Great California 
Industry Disregarded. 


Rate Goes from Three Cents 
to a Dollar and Ten, 


Acting in accordance with the law 
as he sees it. and bluntly stating that 
the consideration of the effects on the 
viticultural industries of California 
does not enter into the “administra- 
tion of the laws that are made,” W. 
H. Osborn, Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue at Washington, D. C., has ac- . 
quainted the State Board of Viticul- 
tural Commissioners at Sacrgmento 
that the 55 cent tax per proof gallon 
on brandy used in the fortification of 
sweet wines, applying last year. will 
be raised to $1.10 a gallon the first of 
the coming year. This new law will 
strike the wine makers and vineyard- 
ists of California hard. Struggling as 
best they could under the 55 cent tax, 
they went ahead hoping that when the 
new year come, the tax would revert 
to the old 3 cent per gallon rate, 
which rate was in effect eight years 
previous to the 55 cent tax. 

When the 55 cent rate was insti- 
gated in 1914, the winery owners pre- 
sumed it was but a temporary action 
on the part of the administration for 
emergency purposes in meeting the 
deficiency in revenue, and would be 
abandoned in 1916. Excerpts of the 
letter received from Mr. Osborn fol- 
low, showing how futile were these 


hopes: 

“By an act, entitled, ‘An act to In- 
crease the revenue and for other pur- 
poses,” approved October 22, 1914, the 
provisions of act of October 1, 
1890, and the amendatory act of June 
7. 1906, so far as relate to the ques- 
tion involved, were re-enacted wi 
certain amendments, under which «a 
tax of 6565 cents per gallon was im- 
posed on brandy so used, in lieu of 
the tax exemption provided in the act 
of 1890 and the charge of 3 cents per 
gallon imposed by the act of 1906. 

“After careful examination, this of- 
fice is of the opinion that the pro- - 
visions of the act of October, 1914, 
above referred to, operate as a re 
of the former provisions of the acts of | 
October, 1890, and June, 1906, and 
that on and after January 1, 1916, 
the date on which the act of October, 
1914, expires by limitation, the brandy 
used in the fortification of wine will 
be subject to the same tax as if with- | 
drawn for other purposes, namely, 
$1.10 per proof gallon. 

“Section 12, revised statutes, pro- 
vides that: 

“Whenever an act is repealed 
which repealed a former act, such 
former act shall not thereby be re- 
vived. unless it shall be expressly so 
provided.’ 

“In the act of October 22, 1914, 
Congress made no such express pro- 
vision, and as it had by said act ex- | 
pressly repealed the provisions rela- 
tive to the withdrawal of brandy free ; 
ef tax for fortification purposes, and 
also the section of the law imposing 
a tax or charge of 3 cents per gallon’ 
upon brandy, evidently intended to | 
simply cover the expense of with-

CHRIST IS SENDING 

REAPERS TO GATHER THE WHEAT. 

Rev. Scott Anderson, pastor of 
South Park Christian Church, 
preached yesterday on the subject, 
“Harvest Time.” He said in part: 

“Time is divided into periods, 
epocha, dispensations. Each dispensa- 
tion ends with a harvest time. 

“As the first period began to draw 
to a close, Noah began to build the 
ark and to preach righteousness, only 
a few believed the message, came into 
the ark and were saved, while the 
many regarded Noah as visionary, went 
on in their evil ways and were loet. 

“At the close of the Jewish epoch, 
John, the herald of Christ, said to 
the people, ‘There standeth One 
among you whom you know not, 
whose fan is In His hand and He will 
thoroughly purge His threshing floor 
and gather the wheat into the garner, 
but will burn up the chaff with un- 
quenchable fire.” Jesus said to His 
disciples, ‘Behold the fields are white 
to harvest.’ Jesus was present as the 
reaper, His character, life and teach- 
ings were the fan that separated the 
wheat from the chaff, separated spir- 
itual Israel from nationa! Israel, for 
the inhabitants of that land divided 
into two camps, those who were for 
the Galilean prophet and those who 
were against him. Forty years later 
Jerusaiem was destroyed, the Jews 
ceoeneree over the world and Judaism 


“Any one who studies the pro- 
phecies or the signs of the times 
must recognize this as the end of 
the gospel age, the harvest time of 
this dispensation, and that according 
to His promise Christ is spiritually 
present and ia sending forth His reap- 
ers (the new social conscience, the 
new social righteousness, the rising 
heavenly kingdom.) who are gather- 
ing the tares (false systems, religious, 
political and industrial.) together for 
their destruction, and is gathering the 
wheat (true Christians and all that is 
worth preserving and carrying over 
into the millenfum,) for Himeelf. 
Homes, churches, nations, are being 
sifted by His appearing kingdom and 
each will take his proper place. This 
is harvest time.” 

REV. C. C. SELECMAN. 
TRINITY CHURCH. 
BUILDING OF GREAT DOWNTOWN 
CHURCHES WILL GO FAR IN SOLVING 
PROBLEM OF THE CITY. 

Rev, CC. C. Belecman. pastor of 
Trinity Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. preached yesterday on the sub- 
ject, “Problem of the City." He said 
in part: 

“The city is the strategic point in 
our civilization; as in the olden days 
the called city was the stronghold of 
the nation, so today, tin a different 
sense, the city is the nation’s strong- 
hold or menace. The city is the cen- 
ter of the metropolitan press, of the 
political organization, of the financial 
world and of the circle of fashion. 
London and -Liverpool and Chicago 
dictate the markets of the world: 
Paris sets the pace for the fashions 
and dress, and Rome, 8t. Petersburg, 
London and Washington determine the 
politica of the world, while in every 
great city the power of the press ap- 
proaches omnipotence. 

“There stands the city with its ex- 
tremes of wealth and poverty, with 
its political bosses and organizations. 
with its foreign population, its con- 
gested districts, its infant mortality, 

| its tuberculosis and nervous debility. 

Jericho was taken by a band of priests, 
marching around its walls and blow- 
ing rams’ horns; the modern city will 
not be taken by such simple methods 
or crude equipment; yet it should be 
said with erniphasis that the one most 
powerful agency in redeeming the city 
is the simple gospel of Christ. Those 
educators, ethical culturists, social set- 
tlement workers and reformers who 
undertake to awaken sluggish, stupid, 
ignorant humanity and lift the dead- 
weight of a sinful city and set it on 
its feet, without the gospel. have sadly 
failed for lack of sufficient lifting 
power; it is like trying to elevate hu- 
manity without the elevator. 

“The church shouf4 employ the 
most scientific methods for social bet- 
terment and should make use of ev- 
ery modern equipment for social serv- 
ice; and in addition to this should 
preach a gospel of individual and so- 
cial redemption to the great and grow- 
ing cities of the twentieth century. 

“Los Angeles furnishes a magnifi- 
cent field and opportunity for the 
building of great downtown churches 
and the training of Christian people 
to serve the unfortunate.

enough to hold two Christian families. 
But God intended that families should 
dwell apart. “The home circie is 4 
sacred circle into which nothing 
‘should intrude. 
“Husbands are called upon to love 
their wives and this in the example 
of Christ’s love for the church. Wives 
are called upon to obey their hus- 
bands, but many a time, since I have 
been pastor here, many a girl has 
said to me, ‘Leave out the word 
obey, I don’t want it in the marriage 
ceremony. The husband has just as 
much right to leave out the word 
‘love’ for the scriptures impose upon 
the woman, not more than upon man. 
It is his to love. It is not difficult 
to obey supremely where love is su- 
preme.

It has remained for the 
British laboramion officials to exhibit in its 
most selfish shape the cold-blooded material- 
ism of which they have been wont to accuse 
the employers of labor. They are not in- 
spired by any opposition to war on genera! 
principles; they @ not act from a desire 
to force peace on the nations; indeed, they 
welcome war conditions, because it gives

OUTCRY AGAINST EXPLOITS OF GER. 
MAN SUBMARINES. 


Unsparing condemnation of the sinking 
of the merchant ships Falaba and Aquila, 
with the majority of their passengers, by a 
German submarine, has characterized the 
comment of American newspapers. The 
loss of life of an American citizen on the 
Falaba has been made the subject of dip- 
lomatic investigation. But that is regarded 
as incidental. The outcry is against this 
kind of warfare. The fact that it was a 
German submarine is not the important 
matter, declares the Chicago Evening Post; 
“the thing that was done is the thing 
against which the feeling of this nation 
revolts, and revolts justly. . . . No con- 
dition can justify the sinking of an un- 
armed, unprotected vessel carrying non- 
combatant passengers, without making 
every provision for the safety of innocent 
human lives involved in the act.” The 
Brooklyn Eagle calis it “murder in cold 
blood;” the Philadelphia Ledger, “a crime 
against humanity.” The St. Louis Post. 
Dispatch points out that press comments 
on this horror equal at least in vigor those 
printed concerning Belgium. That paper 
says: 

“Poor Germany! Her leaders must _ 
be biind tndeed not to see that the in- 
evitable effect of the ‘policy of ruthless- 

ness’ enforced against noncombatants 
and neutrals as well as combatants is 
alienating world sympathy. Nations 
can afford to be beaten in honorable war- 
fare. Nations have, with the moral sup- 
port of others, risen to greatness from the 
ashes of defeat. But tio nation can afford 
to offend the mioral sense and humane 
sentiment of mankind. No nation is 
strong enough to survive on might 
alone. Leaders of a nation who ignore 

‘decent respect for the opinions of man- 

kind’ lead it ultimately to disaster—to 

a day of reckoning when it appeals for 

sympathy and support in vain.

HOW SHALL WE SELECT OUR 


JUDGES ? 


{CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES)

NE of the most vital questions before 
many States of this country at the pres 
ent time is that which has to do with 


the method of selection of our judges. The 
problem is as to how we shall secure «a 
judiciary which shall be learned, able, just 
and incorruptible; 
delays, trickery and passion shall disappear. 
It is unfortunately not an infrequent thing 
to read newspaper headlines such as “Candi- 
date for Judge 
“Judge and Sheriff in Jail,” or “Men on 
Supreme Bench Who Ought to be Dis 
barred.” 
for peace of mind on the part of the public, 
or reverence for the judicial office.

Headlines like these do not make 


Of no less importance to the country than 


defense from attack by a foreign foe is the 
protection of our individual persons, fam- 
ilies and possessions from piecemeal de- 
struction through the unorganized or sem!- 
organized individual foes of society, alien to 
our civilization, ferocious in hate and in 
warfare against the individual and the or- 
ganized forces which make for peace and 
_ prosperity. 


It is to the judiciary of this country that 


we must look for this individual safety, and 


is in this dependence that we see the 


first reason for a close sympathy and or- 
ganic relation between the judicial and the 
executive branches of the State. 


Until the middle of the last century it 


was the almost universally accepted rule 
that our judges be appointed by the Exec- 
utive, and such method of selection had be- 
hind it the sound logic which pervaded all 
of our early institutions of freedom, per- 
sonal liberty with accountability, and prog- 
ress. 


The system of nomination by convention 


and election by popular vote, later adopted 
by several States, proved generally toler- 
able for a time and still remains so in small 
communities, but in metropolitan centers it 
has largely broken down, thus debasing the 
bench through purchased nominations, po- 
litical machinations and the revulsion from 
it of lawyers really qualified for judicial 


responsibility. | 

The appointive Federal judiciary has 
been found immeasurably superior to elec- 
tive State judiciaries which enjoy sal- 
aries three times as great. In the courts of 
the United States, where the old system. 
persists, we may see lawyers of eminence 
laying aside great personal emolument for 
the honor of the judicial office, which has 
sought the man, conferred without bargain 
or price, and free from the contest at the 
polls, which to a judicial nominee can never 


be anything 
ing 


but anachronistic and degrad- 
Good judges must be select, apart, unap- 


proachable. Only such are fit arbiters, set 
apart to protect all. Only by the delegated 
power of the whole people, through their 
executive head, checked by legislative con- 
firmation and guarded by that most repre- 
sentative and democratic body, the bar, may 
such judges be secured. Under the, direct 
primary system any lawyer who Is in active 
practice may determine that he would lke 


be a judge. The least fit will most 


quickly arrive at such a decision. Having 
thus sought the nomination such a candl- 
date must spend his own money or incur 
obligations in order to wage a successful 
campaign for election. No man fit for the 
judicial ermine could ever conceive so de 
basing an exploit, save for the sole purpose 


defeating a less worthy aspirant. 
A few empiricists are proposing that the 


people elect one chief judge in the State 
and that he appoint all other judges, while 
a few dreamers propose election of judges 
by lawyers. Such proposals seem chimer- 
ical, not possible of accomplishment, and 
calling for no serious discussion, but in the 
direct primary as applied to judicial offices 
has culminated danger and degradation for 
our courts. 

* With conventions in vogue some chance 
remained that a judicial candidate should 
be selected without any effort on his own 
behalf. When standing for re-election em- 
inent judges have frequently received nom- 
inations from several political parties. 
notable cases the office has sought some 
man of high standing that the party in con- 
vention might strengthen its ticket—a man 
who on no account would apply for office or 
proclaim from the stump his own fitness.

BIRDS IN GERMANY. 


The War Department Protects the 
Nests and the Families of Winged 


Creatures by Special Orders. 
{Indianapolis News:} The German 
War Department has issued an order 
directing local commanders to see that 
wild birds settling in the immediate 
neighborhood of barracks and other 
military buildings are protected. The 
Emperor holds strong views on this 
subject, and the movement generally 
for the protection of bird life is being 
carried on under the imperial aegis. 
His great powers as supreme chief of 
the army notably are being employed 
by him to secure his end. Under cer- 
tain conditions, especially in the 
neighborhood of army hospitals, mili- 
tary commanders are now instructed 
to reserve-#paces, plant bushes and in 
gome cages to provide hanging nest- 
ing boxes for the dDirds of the neigh- 
borhood. 

To the Kaiser's Influence has also to 
be eredited the policy which the Prus- 
sian railway administration has been 
following for the last few years in 
planting embankments with sturdy 
bushes (chosen among the less inflam- 
mable varieties) for harboring birds’ 
nests, while nests built in station 


royal protection. Within the last 
twelve months the Emperor has also 
completed the plan of a portion 
of the estate of his at Celle, near 
Hanover, which is to be reserved as a 
“birds’ paradise.” The laying out of 
this little artificial wilderness is said 
to be accepted as a model by the Ger- 
man National Soctety for the Protec- 
tion of Wild Birds. Special nesting 
boxes of various shapes and sizes 
adapted to different families of birds 
have been skilfully disposed, so as to 
be at once hidden from men's eyes 
and accessible to winged creatures. 
The designer of this colony has since 
been engaged in laying out a second 
one on similar lines on the Island of 
densee. 

Meanwhila the Ministers of Public 
Works and Agriculture have followed 
the example of the Departments of 
War and Railways by issuing circulars 
recommending the protection of birds 
hesting in or near churches and castle 
buildings. The swallow is specially 
mentioned in these circulars. This 
bird is becoming rarer in Northern 
Germany, possibly because of the 
noise and smoke due to industrial de- 
velopment, but also, no doubt, largely 
on account of the series of cold sum- 
mers. The hot summer of 1911, 
which was the only break in the series, 
was really unfavorable, since the ab- 
sence of rain meant a scarcity of the 
insect food on which the swallow 
thrives
